WHEAT ‘AT TRUE 
ECONOMIC VALUE 


(By J. H, Hodson) ~ 


| Tho solution of this much discussed 
question has to be looked for in a 
larger way than it appears to have 
been up to the present by advocates 
of the wheat board or by Mr, Dun- 
ning. 


The wheat to be marketed from the 
twelve exporting countries, genorally 
miscalled “exportable surplus” when 
regarded us a world commodity, is 
not a surplus and should not be so 
regarded, 


The main. factor contrbuting to 
prices, which are below the cost of 
production, is that .wheat grown ex: 
pressly for export to meet a world 
demand is dealt with ag a surplus 
of each producing country, instead of 
a commodity required and produced 
to supply the demand of tho world. 
The consequence is that the price of 
wheat bought in this country by spec- 
ulators, on the false assumption that 
the wheat ho is speculating with is 
& surplus product, to be bought at 
prices as low as possible so that pro- 
fit can be made, a low price being! 
assured by the false position the 
commodity is placed in by this false 
assumption. 

In arriving at the true value of 
wheat it is first necessary to place it 
in its proper position in the world 
market instead of as a surplus on a 
local market. In attempting to arrive 
at and obtain the value of the wheat, 
it seeins to be foolish to apply any 
treatment to any ono part of a sys- 
tem. It would appear that any reme- 
dy should: be applied to the system at 
a point where jt will effect the system 
as a whole or the world market of

It is apparent then that the true 


intrimsic worth of wheat must be ar- 
rived at when regarded as a world 
commodity on a world market and 
only influenced by the supply.and de- 
mand ag indicated by, the economic 
conditions and the available and vis- 
Ible supply together with the con-li- 
tions of the’growing crops. 


The government of a country should 


not be called upon to interfere with 
trade, but they are justified -in gath- 
ering and making available all {yfor- 
mation which fs calculated to help 
Industrial and agricultural progress 
of the country. 


The wheat gro wins and exporting 


countries of the world would, there- 
fore, be justified In collectively form- 
ing a commission of one or two men

The article deals in an 
exhaustive manner with the railway 
situntion and points the way to a 
correction of the difficulties that 
beset the country and bar the way to 
nuutional progress. Mr. Beatty draws 
attention to the fact that owing ‘to 
long ratiway hauls over thinly popu- 
lated districts, comparatively bigh 
freight rates might reasonably be 
expected, which Is made apparent 
. by the fact that Canada’s railway 
maileage is 443 miles per each 100,- 
000 of population as compared with: 
New South Wales,326 miles; Vic- 
toria, 825 miles; India, 11.6 miles: 
United Kingdom, 51.4 miles, and the 
United States 251 miles. 

This condition of affairs. Mr. 
Beatty points oyt, is bard on the 
railways, and no less disadvantage- 
ons to the @ommercial and financial 
life of the Dominion. Money spent 
in hauling the products of industry 
to their place of consumption [sa 
tox upon production, or at least =n 
addition to the cost of production. 
‘hus Canada as a land of long rail- 
way hauls stands handicapped in the 
race to become the world’s granary, 
and the development of her domestic 
trade must suffer through the cost of 
transportation. 

The article goes on to say—the 
railroads of Canada could not rest 
content to see a condition of stagna- 
tion or arrested development in na- 
tional life, They have not so stood 
aside In the past. Canada has to 
thank the men who planned and built 
her railroads for much of the growth 
that bas placed her in her’present 
high position among the nations, The 
country must be assured of adequate 
and progressive railway service at a 
price equitably based on operating 
costs. It is relther advisable nor 
just that Canadians should forget 
that fact. When the Canadian Paci- 
fic was built In the face of almost 
unsurmountable financial! and physi- 
cal difficulties, and without any us- 
sured prospect of achieving success, 
it laid the foundation of whatever 
his been, or will be of Canada’s na- 
tional lifo, and was a national rall- 
road in the strongest and best sense 
of the term. So closely are both 
that company and the nationally- 
owned railroads knit with the fabric 
of national life that there cay be no 
divorce of interest and It ts for that 
reason that the railroads are as unx- 
fous as owners of farin or factory to 
see low freight rates when consist- 
ent with sound economic administra- 
tion of the country’s arteries of traf- 
fic. :

about $25,000,000 as the result of a 
recent reduction in freight rates. 
This loss was gaid to be about eventy 
divided between the National lines. 
and the Canadian Pacific. ‘~~. 

Another hnportaat facter in con- 
nection with this matter ig that of 
lInbor costs. During 1921 the Tun- 
adian Pacific Railway labor cost was 
53.84 per cent. of the campany’s total 
expenses, Some idea of bow im- 
portant this is to the railways may 
be gathered from the fact that the 
Canadian Pacifie last year employed 
in Canada alone approximately 635,- 
000 msn and women, to whom was 
paid a total of about $93.900,000 in 
wages. 

The only way in which net rev- 
enues can be increased is by Increas- 
ing traffic. The sole possible solu- 
tion of this problem is increased 
population, and it is imperative that 
the remedy be applied at once, and 
here again there is but one solution 
--immigration. The encouragement 
of immigration is national  propa- 
ganda in the interests of every tax- 
payer and producer in the Dominion. 
Canada's difficulties and problems 


are largely railroad difficulties and {nor no community so small as to 
rulroad jot be directly benefited by the suc- 


problems, and experioneed 
men are unanimous with economists 
and men of affairs in stating that im- 
migration Is the best solution of 
those difficulties : 

teferring again to the faet tht for 
reasons explained, Canadian railway 
rates might be expected to average 
high among those of the world’s 
greatest railway countries, Mr, 
Beatty points out that a carefully- 
made comparison between grain 
rates ruling in this country and 
thase of the United States will show 
that ina large number gf cases Can- 
ada has a very decided advantage. 
He draws attention to this in order 
to show that it would be unreason- 
able to expect a further h4vering of 
rates until such time as the railways 
of the country are placed in a 
sounder economic position by the es- 
tablishment of a lower ratio of mile- 
age to population by still greater 
economies in operation and by in- 
creased business. 

In substantiation of (luis fact che 
article quotes figures showing that 
in the case of hauls from seven 
points in Canada to Fort William or 
Vancouver, as compared with hauls 
of equal length from United States 
poiz‘s to Duluth, Chicago, or Seattle, 
the Canadian rates per hundred 
pounds on wheat are trom 2% cents 
to 22% cents lower, These are bur 
a few instances picked out from 
various points and are typical of a 
general condition.
